Jap Plan To| 
Increase 
Rice Output 


American Experts 
Not Hopeful 


Washington, Dec. 17.— 
United States agricultural 
experts ‘who havo been 
studying the Japanese plan 
to increase rice production 
by 30 or 40 percent have 
almost decided that the 
practical difficulties out. 
weigh the benefits of the 
proposed plan. 

The scheme was advocated by 
the Japanese Nationni League 
for the Incrense of Food Pro- 
duction, It proposed to vary 
the quantity os well os the 
quality and kind of the fertiliser 
applied at the proper time in 
the period of pliant growth, 

The idea has been studied at 
the Department of Agriculture's 
station in Maryland, and the 
Director of Agricultural Re- 
search, Mr Myron Anderson, 13 
expected to make a final report 
on the finding in a few days. 
He told the United Press that 
the experts had consulted State 
and Army Department officials 
and, after considering the result 
of the studies, “nobody can scc 
anything in tt that Is worth 
anything.” 

Mr Anderson added: = "The 
Japanese Government had tried 
the Idca, and, according to 
their reports, there is very 
little promise of success.” 

He said that a necessity to 
agriculture in Japan was nitro- 
gen fertiliser. If all the nitro- 
gen proposed in the plan could 
be applicd, crops would un- 
doubtedly be better, but where 
the nitrogen was coming from 
he did not know. 

An official of the Army De- 
purtment’s Ofice of Food Ad- 
ministration for tho occupied 
areas, suid: “There appear to be 
no prospects of It coming up to 
the claims and expectations 
made by proponents in Japan, 
and we are not very hopeful 
about it. S!milnr tests in the 
United States just did not work 
out in the long run."—-United 
Press,

In a decade he had become 
perhaps the most outspoken of 
all the 261 Po before him on 
matters of {international = im- 
porta.ice. Under him, the 
Catholic Church's college of 
Cardinal hed become ly ine 
{ernational in representation, 
and on the eve of Holy Year 
Ron-ltalians. far. outnumbered 
Italtann among the Princes of 
the Church, a concrete cxample 
of the Ponuff’s internationalism, 

The 73-year-old Pope faced 
an arduous year ns Holy Year 
opened. But ly was all a part 
of his Aght for peace which 
began when he chose the name 
of Pius For him, reparing 
to open the Holy ‘ear—the 
year of the Great Pardon from 
all punishment due for sin— 
Holy Year was a cail to at) the 
world to return to God and 
Christian ethics to achieve 
lusting peace. 

WON RECOGNITION 

In his 10 years as Pope, Pius 
Xi has won recognition 
{.roughout the Christlan world 
as one of the world's keenest 
statesmen, Vatican Secrctary 
of State before his election to 
the Papacy, he haa, since 1044, 
directed the Secretariat himself 
through one of the most trying 
perlods In modern history fur 
the Catholic Church. 

The Church's struggle for 
freedom in Communist- 
dominated countries has been 
likened by some Vatican 
scholars to the persecution that 
rose with the French Revolu- 
tion. 

The Pope himself wrote the 
Holy Year prayer which ls 2 
pleg for “peace in our days, 
peuce to souls, peace to familics, 
peace to our country, peace 
among nations,” In speeches, 
he has spoken of Holy Year as

The trial and sentencing of 
Hungary's Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty was the gravest 
Communist blow against the 
Satholic Church and = began 
the year on a sombre note. On 
February 11, 1949, the Pope 
Issued an Apostolic exhortation 
to all archbishops, bishops and 
other local ordinarics through- 
out the world to celebrate a 
volive mass, or second mass, on 
Passion Sundpy “to expinte the 
crimes of the encmies of God.” 


SPEAKING OUT 


In many of his other speeches, 
while dealing with specific 
opics such as medicine, the fight 
against cancer, atomic energy, 
humanism, family responsibill- 
tles, education, youth's patt- in 
society, emigration and ald to 
refugees, the Pope spoke out 
time and again nogalnst, atheism 
and the attacks ngainst the 
Catholic Church. 

As Holy Year came, Pope Pius 
could look back on a year of un- 
ceasing trials—and a decade 
which had brought great damage 
te the Catholic Church. More 
than 1,600 priests and nuns were 
read, ar ed or missing behind 
the Lron = Curtaln; the Church 
was virtually wiped out in 
Albania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Rumania, and = fighting for 
existence {n Czechostovakla and 
Yugoslavia. The first. danger 


signs had nppeured in Polond. 

The Communist victory in 
China had not yet brought an 
nil-out attack against the 
Catholic Church, but the 
Vatican received wetkly fe- 
ports of anti-Catholle activity, 
the closing of missions and 
schools—the same carly in- 
dications which meant the start 
of the persecution in Eastern 
Europe. 

This wus the background of 
events and hopes which precede 
the 1950 Holy Year which is ex- 
pected to bring more than 3,000, 
000 pligrims to Rome, the 
Eternal City, And throughout 
Holy Year, Pope Plus XII Js pre- 
pared to continue his. crusade 
for peace, hoping that the 
jubilee in Rome will be a living 
symbol of peace for the entire 
world.—United Press. .
